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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


First,  we  would  like  to  extend  our  appreciation  to  all 
other  officers,  both  elected  and  appointed,  as  well  as  all 
other  Boards  and  Committees  for  the  exceptionally  fine 
cooperation  which  they  have  shown  throughout  the  year. 

One  Committee  which  has  been  most  active  through 
the  year  is  the  Committee  appointed  by  the  Moderator 
after  the  last  annual  Town  Meeting  to  investigate  the  need 
for  a  separate  Board  of  Health.  The  Committee,  headed 
by  Dr.  Loring  T.  Swaim,  and  assisted  by  Mrs.  Ellen  Dee 
and  Mr.  Warren  Fuller,  have  made  a  thorough  study  of  the 
problem  and  their  report  appears  elsewhere  in  these  pages. 
The  entire  Board  of  Selectmen  feel  that  a  qualified  Board 
of  Health  should  be  established  to  function  for  the  better- 
ment of  health  conditions  for  all  inhabitants. 

A  request  has  been  made  to  the  Commissioner  of  Vet- 
erans' Services  to  attempt  to  establish  a  Veterans'  Service 
District  with  some  of  our  neighboring  towns  so  that  a  qual- 
ified and  full  time  agent  will  be  available  for  Veterans' 
advice  and  assistance.  With  the  increasing  number  of  vet- 
erans in  Town  (now  over  800)  it  is  impossible  for  a  part 
time  agent  to  give  them  the  information  and  help  which 
they  need  in  many  instances. 

The  Prescott  Hall  renovation  program  has  now  been 
completed  with  the  installation  of  new  stage  settings  and 
we  now  have  a  Town  Hall  of  which  we  all  can  be  proud. 
This  has  been  substantiated  by  the  fact  that  there  has 
been  an  increasing  demand  for  the  use  of  both  Prescott 
Hall  and  the  lower  hall  for  such  activities  as  Boy  Scouts 
and  Cub  Scouts,  Girl  Scouts  and  Brownies,  4-H  Groups, 
County  Extension  classes  and  the  new  Youth  Center  group. 

Again,  we  would  like  to  remind  all  voters  that  the 
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Selectmen's  meetings  remain  open  to  the  public  and  we 
encourage  their  attendance  whether  they  have  business  to 
transact  or  not,

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REPORT  OF  PEPPERELL  DISTRICT  NURSE 


I  hereby  submit  my  report  of  nursing  service  for  1954. 

A  total  of  1813  home  visits  were  made.  These  in- 
cluded bedside  nursing,  prenatal  and  newborn  care,  in- 
struction in  the  care  and  prevention  of  communicable  dis- 
eases, and  appointments  to  the  various  clinics  operated  by 
the  State  Department  of  Public  Health. 

A  request  for  a  community  X-ray  was  sent  to  the  Seal 
sale  committee  ;  it  was  not  possible  to  receive  this  service, 
but  the  industries  in  town  will  be  done  in  May,  1955.  Fif- 
teen persons  have  attended  the  chest  clinics  either  at  Wal- 
tham  or  Ayer. 

Six  children  are  under  the  care  of  the  Rheumatic 
Fever  clinic  at  Burbank  Hospital. 

Eight  children  attend  the  Crippled  Children's  Clinic, 
which  has  been  transferred  from  St.  John's  to  St.  Joseph's 
Hospital  in  Lowell.  Several  of  these  defects  have  been 
detected  at  the  school  physical  examinations. 

The  Well  Baby  clinics  have  been  held  monthly  except 
during  severe  winter  weather.  The  number  of  babies  at- 
tending the  clinics  has  increased  each  year.  The  doctors 
in  town  alternate  in  servicing  the  clinics.  I  appreciate 
their  co-operation  as  it  consumes  considerable  time,  and 
they  are  busy  men.  Miss  Almeda  King,  state  nutritionist, 
has  been  very  faithful  in  attending.  Nursing  Board  mem- 
bers assist  with  records  and  transportation.  The  late  Mrs. 
Marguerite  Cleary  has  been  missed,  as  she  spent  much 
time  working  on  records. 

During  March  the  immunization  clinic  was  held  at 
school;  430  booster  doses  were  administered  by  Dr.  Graves. 
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The  pre-school  clinic  held  in  May  was  well  attended 
by  children  ready  for  first  grade. 

I  have  attended  all  the  meetings  held  by  the  local 
Civil  Defense  Committee,  one  all-day  meeting  in  Worces- 
ter, and  quarterly  meetings  at  Burbank  Hospital  for  nurses. 
I  helped  organize  a  Golden  Age  Club  for  our  senior  citizens, 
and  served  on  the  committee  for  study  regarding  a  separate 
Board  of  Health. 

I  have  attended  the  classes  sponsored  by  the  State 
Department  at  St.  John's  and  Burbank  Hospitals,  a  total 
of  30  hours.  As  part  of  the  course  we  visited  Canton  Hos- 
pital School  and  the  Rehabilitation  Center  at  Greenfield, 
N.  H.  These  courses  help  keep  me  up  to  date  on  new  con- 
cepts in  nursing  programs. 

The  dental  clinic  continues  to  operate  successfully. 

Mrs.  Richard  Lorden  substituted  during  my  vacation. 

Mrs.  Saunders  takes  my  calls  during  working  hours  and 
has  been  most  helpful. 

I  appreciate  the  co-operation  of  all  with  whom  I  have 
been  associated.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
BOARD  OF  HEALTH  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  of  Pepperell: 

This  Committee  was  appointed  under  Article  46  of 
the  1954  Town  Meeting  "to  investigate  the  advisability  of 
establishing  a  separate  Board  of  Health. "  The  Committee 
submits  the  following  report: 

The  preventive  medical  service  in  Pepperell  is  excel- 
lent.  It  includes : 

1.  Pre-school  medical  examination. 

2.  Special  eye  and  ear  examination  and  follow-up. 

3.  Dental  examination  and  treatment. 

4.  An  adequate  immunization  program. 

5.  Chest  X-rays  for  tuberculosis  whenever  needed. 

6.  A  Well  child  clinic. 

We  find  these  services  are  satisfactory  and  in  many 
respects  superior  to  most  of  the  similar  ones  of  our  neigh- 
boring towns. 

The  visiting  Nurse  Service  is  adequate  and  satisfac- 
tory. 

However,  the  Committee  believes  that  Pepperell  lacks 
adequate  sanitation. 

Since  the  town  rules  were  made  in  1917,  much  pro- 
gress has  been  made  in  town  sanitation  by  the  Health 
Department  of  the  State. 

We  need  frequent  and  careful  sanitary  checks  and  lab- 
oratory tests  of  our  restaurants  and  food  sources. 

We  need  regular  inspection  of  the  sewage  disposal  of 
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old  and  new  buildings,  camps  and  recreation  areas  in  rela- 
tion to  possible  pollution. 

These  are  technical  and  time  consuming  services. 

At  the  present  time,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  acts  as 
the  Board  of  Health.  Because  of  their  many  routine 
duties,  it  is  physically  impossible  for  them  to  give  the 
necessary  time  to  these  highly  specialized  services  and 
sanitation. 

It  is  the  unanimous  opinion  of  this  committee  that 
these  sanitation  needs  would  be  met  by  a  separate  Board 
of  Health  which  had  no  other  duties,  which  could  meet 
regularly  with  time  to  give  to  this  highly  specialized  and 
necessary  work  for  the  community. 

We  therefore  recommend  the  establishment  of  a  sep- 
arate Board  of  Health  for  the  Town  of  Pepperell,  according 
to  the  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  which  specify  that 
Towns  shall  elect  three  members  to  a  Board  of  Health  to 
serve  for  three  years.

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REPORT  OF  CIVIL  DEFENSE  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Civil  Defense  Committee  herewith  submit  their 
report  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1954. 

The  year  was  marked  by  events  which  have  shown  our 
deficiencies  and  aided  us  in  our  planning  for  possible  future 
emergencies. 

The  full  scale  air  raid  alert  in  June  proved  that  our 
alarm  system  cannot  be  heard  in  many  parts  of  Town.  The 
cost  of  installing  sufficiently  powerful  equipment  seems 
prohibitive  and  unnecessary  at  this  time. 

The  two  hurricanes  showed  how  dependent  we  are  on 
our  power  and  communication  systems.  The  cost  of  new 
auxiliary  power  units  was  again  prohibitive.  We  feel  that 
there  are  enough  privately  owned  units  in  Town  to  help 
us  take  care  of  this  situation  for  the  present.  Our  com- 
munications will  shortly  be  greatly  improved  as  we  are  in 
the  process  of  purchasing,  under  the  Matching  Funds  Pro- 
gram, a  short  wave  mobile  Radio  Set.  We  are  also  most 
fortunate  in  having  the  group  known  as  "The  Border 
Riders  Motorcycle  Club"  volunteer  to  enroll  and  work  with 
our  Committee.    Their  assistance  is  greatly  appreciated. 

Dr.  Swaim,  Dr.  Phillips  and  Dr.  Saunders  attended  a 
course  of  lectures  on  Radiological  Warfare  at  Holy  Cross 
College  during  the  summer.  Mr.  Abele  and  Mr.  Gerald 
Pinsoneault  attended  a  similar  course  in  Leominster  this 
fall.  It  is  possible  that  we  should  consider  the  purchase 
of  one  or  more  Geiger  Counters  during  1955. 

Mrs.  Dee  and  Mrs.  Marriner  attended  a  State  Meeting 
in  Worcester  in  October,  which  was  very  instructive.

We  have  on  hand,  as  of  December  31st,  1954,  a  bal- 
ance of  $485.67. 

Our  personnel  remains  approximately  the  same. 

We  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  our 
sincere  thanks  to  all  those  who  have  so  generously  given 
of  their  time  to  investigate  equipment,  attend  courses  and 
come  to  the  meetings.  We  are  most  grateful  for  the  co- 
operation which  we  receive  from  everyone.  We  welcome 
suggestions  from  the  people  at  all  times.

REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  FOREST  COMMITTEE 


The  State  Department  of  Conservation  completed  its 
survey  of  the  Pepperell  Town  Forest  in  1953.  This  report 
showed  that  approximately  fifty  two  thousand  (52,000) 
feet  of  lumber  should  be  cut  at  this  time  to  improve  the 
quality  of  the  town  forest  and  keep  it  growing  at  its  best 
rate.  Our  thanks  to  District  Forester  John  Lambert  and 
his  assistant  who  marked  the  trees  that  should  be  cut  at 
this  time. 

February  15,  1954,  Article  43  was  passed  at  town 
meeting,  authorizing  the  Forestry  Committee  and  Select- 
men to  sell  timber  in  the  Town  Forest  as  advised  by  the 
State  Forest  Conservation  service. 

Bids  were  accepted  until  June  1st,  1954  and  the  bid 
of  Robert  Hirsch  of  Lunenburg,  Mass.,  for  $885.00  was 
accepted  and  logging  operations  to  be  completed  in  one 
year.  Mr.  Hirsch  informs  this  committee  that  his  lodging 
operations  were  completed  as  of  Dec.  31,  1954.

RECORDING  OF  BIRTHS 


Births  occurring  late  in  the  year  are  sometimes  re- 
corded without  the  Christian  name.  In  all  such  cases  par- 
ents should  return  the  name  to  the  Town  Clerk  as  soon  as 
it  is  selected  in  order  that  it  may  be  entered  upon  the  town 
books,  as  an  incompleteness  of  the  records  may  involve 
much  trouble  in  the  future. 

Read  the  Law 

Parents  within  forty  days  after  the  birth  of  a  child, 
and  every  householder  within  forty  days  after  a  birth  in 
its  house,  shall  cause  notice  thereof  to  be  given  to  the  clerk 
of  the  town  where  such  child  is  born.  General  Laws, 
Chapter  46,  Section  6. 

Why  Birth  Should  Be  Recorded 

There  is  hardly  a  relation  of  life  —  social,  legal,  or 
economic  —  in  which  the  evidence  furnished  by  an  ac- 
curate registration  of  birth  may  not  prove  to  be  one  of 
the  greatest  value,  not  only  to  the  individual,  but  also  to 
the  public  at  large.   It  is  not  only  an  act  of  civilization  to 
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register  birth  certificates  but  good  business,  for  they  are 
frequently  used  in  many  practical  ways,  some  of  which  are 
listed  below: 

(1)  As  evidence  to  prove  the  age  and  legitimacy  of 
heirs ; 

(2)  As  proof  of  age  to  determine  the  validity  of  a 
contract  entered  into  by  an  alleged  minor; 

(3)  As  evidence  to  establish  age  and  proof  of  citizen- 
ship and  descent  in  order  to  vote; 

(4)  As  evidence  to  establish  the  right  of  admission 
to  the  professions  and  to  many  public  offices; 

(5)  As  evidence  of  legal  age  to  marry; 

(6)  As  evidence  to  prove  the  claims  of  widows  and 
orphans  under  widows'  and  orphans'  pension  law; 

(7)  As  evidence  to  determine  the  liability  of  parents 
for  the  debts  of  a  minor; 

(8)  As  evidence  in  the  administration  of  estates,  the 
settlement  of  insurance  and  pensions: 

(9)  As  evidence  to  prove  the  irresponsibility  of  chil- 
dren under  legal  age  for  crime  and  misdemeanor,  and  var- 
ious other  matters  in  the  criminal  code ; 

(10)  As  evidence  in  the  enforcement  of  law  relating 
to  education  and  to  child  labor ; 

(11)  As  evidence  to  determine  the  relations  of  guar- 
dians and  wards ; 

(12)  As  proof  of  citizenship  in  order  to  obtain  a 
passport ; 

(13)  As  evidence  in  the  claim  for  exemption  from  or 
the  right  to  jury  and  military  service. 
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Attention  is  particularly  called  to  the  following  extract 
from  the  General  Laws. 


GENERAL  LAWS,  CHAPTER  46 

Extracts  from  Sections  1,  2,  3,  4,  6  and  8 

Section  1.  Each  city  and  town  clerk  shall  receive  or 
obtain  and  record  *  *  *  facts  relative  to  birth  *  *  *  in 
his  city  or  town. 

Section  3.  Every  physician  or  medical  officer  regis- 
tered shall  keep  a  record  of  the  birth  of  every  child  in  cases 
of  which  he  was  in  charge  and  *  *  *  shall  within  fifteen 
days  after  such  birth,  mail  or  deliver  to  the  clerk  or  regis- 
trar of  the  town  where  such  birth  occurred  a  report  *  *  * 

If  the  child  is  illegitimate,  the  name  and  other  facts  re- 
lating to  the  father  shall  not  be  stated  except  at  the  request 
in  writing  of  both  father  and  mother  filed  *  *  *  Upon 
presentation  to  him  of  a  certificate  of  the  town  clerk  stat- 
ing that  any  such  birth  has  been  duly  reported,  the  town 
treasurer  shall  pay  to  such  physician  or  officer  a  fee  of 
twenty-five  cents  for  each  birth  so  reported.  *  *  *  A 
physician  or  any  such  officer  violating  any  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  forfeit  not  more  than  twenty-five  dollars. 

Section  4.  A  member  or  servant  of  a  family  in  which 
a  child  is  born,  having  knowledge  of  the  facts  required 
*  *  *  shall  furnish  the  same  upon  request  of  the  clerk  of 
the  town  *  *  *  or  of  any  person  authorized  by  him. 
(Penalty  for  refusal  not  more  than  ten  dollars.) 

Section  6.  Parents,  within  forty  days  after  the  birth 
of  a  child,  and  every  householder  within  forty  days  after 
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a  birth  in  his  house  shall  cause  notice  thereof  to  be  given 
to  the  clerk  of  the  town  where  such  child  is  born. 

Section  8.  (Penalty  for  neglect  to  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  Section  6,  not  more  than  five  dollars.)

GENERAL  LAWS,  CHAPTER  207 

Section  36.  If  a  marriage  is  solemnized  in  another  state 
between  parties  living  in  this  Commonwealth,  who  return 
to  dwell  here,  they  shall  within  seven  days  after  their  re- 
turn file  with  the  clerk  or  registrar  of  town  where  either 
of  them  lived  at  the  time  of  their  marriage,  a  certificate 

or  declaration  of  their  marriage,  including  the  facts  re- 
quired in  a  notice  of  intention  of  marriage. 

Section  55.  Whoever  violates  Section  36  shall  forfeit 
ten  dollars. 

The  Town  Clerk  hereby  gives  notice  that  he  is  pre- 
pared to  furnish  parents,  householders,  physicians,  and 
registered  hospital  medical  officers  applying  therefor  with 
blanks  for  return  of  birth  as  required  by  law.

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DOGS  MUST  BE  LICENSED  ON  OR  BEFORE 
MARCH  31 

Or  the  Owners  or  Keepers  Thereof  are  Liable  to  a  Fine 


BRIEF  EXTRACTS  OF  THE  DOG  LAWS 

The  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  which  is  three  months 
old  or  over  shall  annually,  on  or  before  March  31st,  cause 
it  to  be  registered,  numbered,  described  and  licensed  for 
one  year  from  April  1st  following  if  the  dog  is  kept  in 
Boston,  in  the  office  of  the  Police  Commissioner,  or  if  in 
any  other  town  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  thereof.  The 
owner  or  keeper  of  a  licensed  dog  shall  cause  it  to  wear 
around  its  neck  or  body  a  collar  or  harness  of  leather  or 
other  suitable  material  to  which  shall  be  attached  a  tag 
upon  which  shall  appear  the  license  number,  the  name  of 
the  town  and  the  year  of  issue.  If  any  such  tag  is 
lost  the  owner  or  keeper  shall  forthwith  secure  a  substitute 
tag  from  the  town  or  city  clerk.  Any  person  may  bring 
from  another  state  any  dog  licensed  under  the  laws  thereof 
and  keep  such  dog  in  this  commonwealth  not  exceeding 
30  days,  without  licensing. 

A  person  who  after  April  first  in  any  year  becomes 
the  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  which  is  not  duly  licensed, 
and  the  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  when  it  becomes  three 
months  old  after  March  thirty-first  in  any  year,  shall  cause 
it  to  be  registered,  numbered,  described,  licensed,  collared 
or  harnessed  and  tagged  as  required  by  section  one  hun- 
dred and  thirty-seven.  A  person  who  after  April  first  in 
any  year  becomes  the  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  which  is 
duly  licensed  in  the  town  where  kept  shall  forthwith  give 
notice  in  writing  to  the  Clerk  of  such  town  or  if  kept  in 
Boston,  to  the  Police  Commissioner,  that  he  has  become 
such  owner  or  keeper,  and  said  clerk  or  said  police  commis- 
sioner, as  the  case  may  be  shall  change  the  record  of  such

license  to  show  the  name  and  address  of  the  new  owner 
or  keeper. 

The  fee  for  every  license  (except  as  otherwise  provided) 
shall  be  $2.00  for  a  male  dog  and  $5.00  for  a  female.  If  a 
female  dog  has  been  spayed,  such  dog  can  be  licensed  for 
$2.00  providing  a  proper  certificate  from  a  registered  vet- 
erinarian is  filed  with  the  clerk. 

Whosoever  violates  the  provisions  of  the  dog  law  shall 
be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $15.00 

The  Board  of  Health  is  required  to  furnish  anti-rabic 
vaccine  free  of  charge,  and  treatment  of  persons. 

A  dog  license  is  valid  throughout  the  state.  In  case  of 
permanent  removal  to  another  town,  the  dog  must  be 
licensed  within  thirty  days  in  such  town. 

The  assessors  shall  annually  take  a  list  of  all  owners 
or  keepers  of  dogs.  An  owner  or  keeper  who  gives  false 
information  to  assessors  is  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
$10. 

The  Mayor  and  Selectmen  shall  annually  appoint  one 
or  more  dog  officers.  Such  officers  may  also  be  appointed 
by  the  County  Commissioners. 

The  Mayor  or  Selectmen  shall  between  June  1  and  10 
issue  a  warrant  to  such  dog  officers  directing  them  to  seek 
out,  catch  and  confine  all  unlicensed  dogs  and  prosecute 
complaints  against  the  owners  or  keepers,  and  shall  kill 
all  such  dogs  after  being  confined  for  six  days.  Dog  of- 
ficers failing  to  comply  with  the  warrant  shall  be  removed. 

Cropping  or  cutting  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  ears 
of  a  dog  is  forbidden. 


KENNEL  LICENSE 

Any  owner  or  keeper  of  a  kennel  may  apply  for  a 
license  in  the  town  where  the  kennel  is  located.  Such 
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license  shall  be  in  lieu  of  any  other  license  while  said  dog 
is  kept  in  such  kennel.  Such  owner  or  keeper  shall  cause 
each  dog  so  kept  to  wear,  while  it  is  at  large,  a  collar  or 
harness  of  leather  or  some  suitable  material  to  which  shall 
be  attached  a  tag  showing  the  number  of  the  kennel  license, 
the  name  of  the  town  and  year.  These  tags  are  to  be  fur- 
nished by  the  town  clerk  where  the  kennel  is  licensed.  The 
fee  for  each  kennel  license  shall  be  $25.00  if  not  more  than 
ten  dogs  are  kept  and  $50.00  if  more  than  ten.  Dogs  under 
six  months  of  age  shall  not  be  included  in  the  number  of 
dogs  kept.  Holders  of  kennel  licenses  may  operate  a  board- 
ing kennel.  The  name  and  address  of  every  owner  of  such 
dog  shall  be  kept  available  for  inspection. 

Every  holder  of  a  kennel  license,  on  delivery  of  an 
unlicensed  dog  shall  attach  to  such  dog  collar  or  harness 
which  shall  carry  a  tag  marked  with  the  name  and  address 
of  the  kennel  licensee,  and  a  number  to  be  recorded;  and 
shall  also  furnish  to  the  owner  or  keeper  of  the  dog  a  cer- 
tificate, bearing  the  same  number  and  description,  date  of 
purchase,  which,  with  the  tag,  shall  be  a  legal  substi- 
tute for  a  license  for  two  weeks  only.  The  purchaser  shall 
within  two  weeks,  either  return  the  dog  to  the  kennel  with 
the  collar,  harness,  tag  and  certificate  or  return  to  the 
kennel  said  tag  with  a  certificate  from  the  city  or  town 
clerk  certifying  that  the  dog  has  been  licensed.  If  a  pur- 
chaser of  a  dog  fails  to  comply  with  the  foregoing  the 
owner  of  the  kennel  shall  notify  the  city  or  town  clerk. 
Kennels  are  liable  to  inspection  to  see  if  they  are  main- 
tained in  a  sanitary  and  humane  condition.

The  Engineers  of  the  Fire  Department  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1954. 

The  department  answered  73  calls  in  1954 — 17  house, 
13  chimney,  4  car,  32  grass  and  brush,  3  woods,  1  cat  in 
well,  2  calls  to  Dunstable  and  1  False  Alarm.  We  have  also 
had  3  calls  for  the  Inhalator. 

The  apparatus  is  in  good  condition.  We  have  3700 
feet  of  hose,  some  in  poor  condition,  so  we  are  asking  for 
1200  feet  of  2%  in.  double  jacket  hose. 

Our  fire  alarm  system  has  been  changed  to  dial  and  we 
have  had  8  calls  since  installation.

REPORT  OF  CEMETERY  COMMISSIONERS 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

In  submitting  this  our  Annual  Report  we  wish  to 
thank  all  who  have  helped  in  the  work  of  our  department; 
the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Mrs.  Saunders,  Mr.  Burney,  Mr. 
McGrath,  Mr.  Blood  and  Mr.  McClain. 

During  the  year  a  new  chain  link  fence  has  been  in- 
stalled on  the  West  side  of  Woodlawn  Cemetery,  a  distance 
of  310  feet  at  a  cost  of  $417.  We  hope  to  make  a  similar 
installation  on  the  East  side  of  Woodlawn  Cemetery  this 
year,  a  distance  of  approximately  380  feet.  We  plan  to 
repair  and  paint  the  white  picket  fence  along  Heald  Street 
which  should  put  it  in  good  condition  for  a  number  of 
years. 

The  excessive  fall  of  rain  has  cost  the  department 
much  more  for  mowing  the  Cemeteries  than  previous  years. 
The  hurricanes  caused  considerable  damage  in  both  Ceme- 
teries, requiring  an  additional  expenditure  of  approxi- 
mately $200.  One  large  maple  tree  in  Walton  Cemetery 
had  to  be  removed  and  fortunately  only  one  headstone  was 
broken  and  that  at  its  base  so  it  could  be  replaced. 

The  extra  labor  caused  by  the  hurricanes  curtailed  the 
work  planned  on  the  drives  in  Woodlawn  Cemetery. 

Many  sunken  graves  were  filled  and  reseeded,  an  ex- 
pense which  will  be  be  eliminated  in  a  few  years  by  the 
use  of  vaults  or  liners. 

The  woodwork  on  the  toolhouse  and  tomb  should  be 
painted. 

In  Woodlawn  Cemetery  we  are  developing  a  section 

69 


for  single  and  two  grave  lots,  which  will  soon  be  available. 

We  recommend  the  following  appropriation:

Concrete  Liners  200.00

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REPORT  OF  THE 
MIDDLESEX  COUNTY  EXTENSION  SERVICE 


The  Middlesex  County  Extension  Service  is  a  publicly 
supported,  educational  institution  to  serve  all  the  towns  of 
the  county  in  agriculture  and  home  economics.  In  agri- 
culture the  work  is  developed  county-wide  under  the  direc- 
tion of  county  councils  made  up  of  leading  farmers  in  each 
of  the  main  commodities  as  vegetables,  fruit,  poultry,  dairy- 
ing, livestock,  and  commercial  flowers.  A  county  bulletin 
is  mailed  monthly  to  all  cooperating  farmers,  and  timely 
information  is  furnished  by  circular  letter,  by  radio,  by 
telephone  and  by  personal  interview,  and  particular  infor- 
mation is  sent  to  those  who  request  it. 

Fruit  Growers  John  Marks  and  Harold  Olsen  are 
worked  with.  Home  owners'  problems  received  by  the 
Extension  Service  are  numerous. 

Information  and  assistance  was  made  available  to  all 
dairy  and  livestock  producers  in  this  area.  Farm  visits, 
circular  letters,  radio  talks  and  local  meetings  were  all 
employed  as  means  of  assisting  the  local  farmers  to  better 
understand  and  keep  abreast  of  the  many  changes  in  agri- 
cultural techniques. 

The  official  dairy  cow  testing  program  in  the  area  is 
directly  supervised  by  the  Livestock  Agent  and  includes 
the  service  of  complete  record  keeping  on  the  production 
and  feeding  of  dairy  cows.  All  farmers  in  the  area  have 
available  the  services  of  the  Artificial  Breeding  Program 
through  the  local  Association,  and  a  soil  testing  laboratory 
is  maintained  to  serve  all  farmers  or  landowners  who  desire 
a  soil  analysis  to  determine  the  fertility  of  their  soil. 

Mr.  Harold  Olsen  is  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  the  Extension  Service.  He  is  a  director  of  the 
County  Selective  Breeding  Association  and  is  very  active 
in  livestock  activities,  along  with  George  Nichols,  John 
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Blood  and  William  Townsend.  Mr.  Herbert  Sweet,  man- 
ager of  Twin  Valley  Farm,  is  a  supervisor  of  the  County 
Soil  Conservation  District. 

Service  was  extended  through  the  Extension  Poultry 
Program  in  three  primary  areas:  the  poultry  flock,  its 
care  and  improvement,  breeding,  feeding,  health,  and  man-

This  year  we  have  completed  the  repair  of  the  band- 
stand and  also  have  installed  the  back  rest  on  the  bleachers 
as  required  by  the  State  regulations. 

We  have  been  trying  to  fill  in  one  end  of  the  field, 
which  in  the  past  has  been  used  by  the  carnivals  and  vari- 
ous organizations  in  their  activities  on  the  field.  We  are 
hoping  to  be  able,  this  year,  to  put  in  enough  fill  to  raise 
the  level  of  the  field  so  that  it  will  drain  the  water  off  and 
allow  us  to  put  on  loam  and  grass  it  over  so  it  can  be  mowed 
with  the  rest  of  the  field.

The  above  reimbursements  from  the  State  Department 
of  Education  for  educational  purposes  reduces  the  cost  of 
education  to  the  Town  of  Pepperell  to  $94,252.77.  The  per- 
centage return  is  in  excess  of  34  per  cent,  the  same  as  last 
year. 

To  the  Citizens  of  Pepperell: 

In  addition  to  the  financial  statement  given  above  the 
Committee  wishes  to  state  in  this  report  some  policy 
changes  made  during  the  past  year. 

In  view  of  the  increase  in  the  number  of  requests  that 
have  been  received  for  the  use  of  the  auditorium  the  Com- 
mittee has  established  the  following  policy: 

1.    All  requests  for  the  public  use  of  school  buildings 
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must  be  submitted  in  writing  for  approval  by  the  School 
Committee.  Requests  may  be  addressed  to  the  Chairman 
of  the  School  Committee  or  to  the  Supt.  of  Schools. 

2.  There  will  be  no  rental  fee  for  the  use  of  the 
building  if  the  organization  sponsoring  the  activity  does 
not  charge  admission  or  request  that  donations  be  made. 
However,  the  person,  group,  or  organization  making  the 
request  shall  pay  a  janitor  fee  of  $5.00  where  janitor  ser- 
vices are  required.  The  need  for  janitor  services  will  be 
determined  by  the  School  Committee. 

3.  Where  admission  is  charged,  or  donations  request- 
ed, or  where  the  purpose  of  the  activity  is  the  anticipation 
of  financial  gain,  there  will  be  a  $10.00  rental  fee  to  cover 
the  cost  of  utilities  plus  a  janitor  fee  of  $5.00. 

Another  policy  change  concerned  the  position  of  school 
doctor.  It  was  decided  to  rotate  this  position  each  year 
among  those  physicians  in  our  community  who  were  inter- 
ested. At  this  time  the  Committee  wishes  to  recognize 
the  excellent  work  of  the  physician  in  the  position  of  school 
doctor  at  the  time  this  policy  was  initiated  and  also  recog- 
nize the  excellent  work  of  his  successor  for  his  one  year 
period  of  office  under  this  new  policy. 

Another  matter  of  policy  consideration  which  has 
received  considerable  attention  is  the  salary  schedule  and 
what  should  be  a  reasonable  and  adequate  schedule  for  our 
teaching  personnel.  The  objectives  of  the  Committee  are 
to  pay  our  teachers  what  is  reasonable  and  adequate  from 
the  stand  point  of  providing  what  is  fair  for  those  teachers 
who  have  given  long  service  in  Pepperell  and  at  the  same 
time  pay  salaries  which  will  attract  capable  personnel  to 
our  system  as  replacements  are  needed. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  call  to  public  attention  in 
the  form  of  a  progress  report,  the  steps  being  taken  to 
meet  the  school  housing  shortage.    There  are  two  major 
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factors  involved  in  a  consideration  of  school  housing  in  a 
town  the  size  of  Pepperell.  They  are  these:  (1.)  Are 
we  able  to  provide  a  program  that  will  properly  equip  our 
students  to  be  on  a  good  competitive  standing  in  the  world 
of  their  contemporaries.  (2.)  Does  the  present  rate  of 
growth  in  our  school  enrollment  indicate  that  we  can  best 
meet  our  school  housing  needs  by  local  building  or  partici- 
pation in  a  regional  district.  As  a  result  of  inquiries  made 
to  the  State  School  Building  Assistance  Commission  con- 
cerning the  school  housing  problem  in  Pepperell,  the  School 
Committee  has  been  advised  that  any  additions  to  our 
present  schools  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  classroom 
space  would  not  be  recommended  in  terms  of  program  con- 
sideration. The  possibility  of  a  new  separate  school  build- 
ing in  Pepperell  was  discouraged  in  terms  of  our  present 
growth  rate  until  such  time  as  a  study  has  been  made  to 
determine  what  is  possible  on  a  regional  basis.  As  a  re- 
sult of  this  advice  the  School  Committee  made  the  situa- 
tion public  at  a  Parent-Teachers,  Association  meeting  No- 
vember 8,  1954.  At  this  meeting  it  was  decided  to  form 
an  unofficial  regional  school  planning  committee  organ- 
ized as  a  fact-finding  body  assigned  the  objective  of  deter- 
mining what  could  be  done  on  a  regional  level  to  meet  Pep- 
perelPs  school  housing  needs,  the  intent  being  that  at  the 
next  regular  town  meeting  a  regional  school  planning  com- 
mittee would  be  officially  formed.  The  purpose  of  this 
committee  is  not  to  preclude  the  possibility  of  settling  Pep- 
perelfs  school  housing  problem  on  a  local  level  but  rather 
to  present  an  additional  avenue  of  approach  to  the  prob- 
lem, for  consideration  by  the  Town.

To  Members  of  the  School  Committee 
and  Citizens  of  Pepperell : 

PUBLIC  EDUCATION— It's  Historical  Purpose. 

"Promote,  then,  as  an  object  of  primary  importance, 
institutions  for  the  general  diffusion  of  knowledge." 

The  words  of  George  Washington  in  his  Farewell 
Address  should  have  particular  meaning  for  us  in  1955. 
The  apparent  purpose  of  public  education  in  early  days  was 
the  preparation  of  youth  for  complete  responsibilities  of 
citizenship.  "Having  risked  their  all  in  the  creation  of  a 
nation  the  ablest  among  them  gave  unremitting  attention 
to  the  study  of  public  affairs  and  the  methods  calculated 
to  preserve  and  improve  the  democratic  society  which  their 
labors  had  brought  forth."f  Can  there  be  a  greater  pur- 
pose for  us  to  strive  for  in  the  years  ahead  ?  Perhaps  this 
responsibility  has  always  been  uppermost  in  the  think- 
ing of  professional  educators  and  lay  citizens.  News  stories 
in  the  daily  press  indicate,  however,  that  there  is  consider- 
able need  for  improvement  in  democratic  citizenship. 

The  many  complexities  of  our  modern  democratic  so- 
ciety require  that  the  public  schools  renew  their  efforts 
in  strengthening  citizenship  training.  The  emphasis,  if 
the  public  schools  are  to  be  successful,  must  shift  to  the 
common  good  as  against  thinking  in  terms  of  ones'  own 
good,  profit  or  pleasure.  Public  schools  are  supported  by 
public  taxation  to  develop  future  citizens  with  a  deep  sense 
of  social  responsibility.   This  aspect  of  the  school  program 


t  Policies  for  Education  in  American  Democracy,  1946  Ed- 
ucational Policies  Commission. 
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will  receive  proper  attention  in  the  years  immediately 
ahead.  The  cooperation  and  suggestions  of  other  com- 
munity institutions  will  be  greatly  appreciated  in  achiev- 
ing this  important  objective  of  your  public  schools. 

School  Housing 

In  previous  reports,  the  seriousness  of  our  housing 
problem  has  been  called  to  your  attention.  Considerable 
thought  and  time  has  been  given  to  this  vital  need  of  our 
schools  by  your  School  Committee.  Perhaps  in  no  area  of 
thinking  on  school  problems  should  foresight  weigh  so  heav- 
ily. It  calls  for  the  thinking  of  our  wisest  and  ablest  citizens, 
it  is  a  decision  the  citizens  and  youth  of  Pepperell  must  live 
with  for  the  next  fifty  or  more  years.  The  need  for  ade- 
quate housing  is  only  part  of  the  problem.  Just  to  provide 
space;  with  little  thought  to  the  requirements  of  the  sec- 
ondary school  program  that  will  serve  youth  to  advantage 
over  the  next  fifty  years,  and  also  the  ability  of  Pepperell 
to  financially  support  an  adequate  program,  would  be  folly. 

To  the  many  interested  parents  and  citizens  who  have 
been  aware  of  our  housing  needs  for  several  years,  I  trust 
it  is  understandable  that  in  this  matter  we  make  haste 
slowly.   Perhaps  the  final  solution  will  be  wiser. 

Teaching  Personnel 

This  past  year  saw  many  changes  in  the  teaching  fac- 
ulty. Constant  changes  in  teaching  personnel  does  not 
increase  teaching  efficiency.  It  therefore  becomes  im- 
portant that  we  consider  measures  that  will  provide  con- 
tinuity in  teaching  service.  This  may  appear  to  be  an 
unimportant  matter  but  the  basis  for  good  school  organi- 
zation and  maximum  teaching  efficiency  rests  with  our  per- 
manent teaching  personnel.  Longer  teaching,  supervisory 
and  administrative  service  should  be  one  of  our  important 
goals.

School  Health  Program 

For  many  years,  I  am  sure,  Pepperell  has  given  excel- 
lent health  services  to  pre-school  and  in  school  youth.  I 
should  like  to  call  to  your  attention  the  excellent  service 
our  school  nurse  and  school  physicians  have  given  to  their 
duties  and  to  thank  them  for  the  throughness  of  their  work 
and  the  fine  spirit  and  interest  they  show  in  our  pupils. 
From  many  years  of  working  directly  with  school  health 
problems,  I  find  the  health  services  available  to  the  youth 
of  Pepperell  to  be  at  a  very  high  level. 


During  the  Fall  term  five  teachers  from  the  Shattuck 
and  Groton  Street  Schools  enrolled  and  completed  a  Uni- 
versity extension  course  in  Health  Education  for  Elemen- 
tary Schools.  This  course  gives  a  new  awareness  to  the 
importance  of  health  as  a  factor  in  learning  and  will  tend 
to  improve  health  instruction  at  the  classroom  level.

The  school  census  for  October  1,  1954  continues  to 
indicate  that  approximately  seventy  pupils  will  enter  Grade 
I  the  following  September. 

Last  Spring,  after  a  very  successful  drive  for  funds, 
the  school  band  was  equipped  with  new  uniforms.  The 
band  participated  in  the  Memorial  Day  Parade  and  pro- 
vided two  concert  programs  during  the  late  summer.  Both 
programs  were  enthusiastically  received.  The  support  of 
the  school  band  must  come  through  either  paid  band  per- 
formances or  town  appropriation.  Uniforms  must  be 
cleaned,  repaired  and  adjusted,  new  uniforms  purchased 
as  the  band  increases  in  number,  and  it  is  sincerely  hoped 
that  members  from  our  band  can  participate  in  the  Spring 
music  festival.  These  items  make  a  yearly  appropriation 
necessary  and  the  activity  certainly  justifies  adequate  finan- 
cial support. 

The  Remedial  Reading  program  was  discontinued  for 
the  1954-55  school  year  due  to  the  resignation  of  Miss 
Ashley  and  the  shortage  of  qualified  replacements  in  this 
specialized  field.  This  has  been  very  worthwhile  instruc- 
tion and  should  be  part  of  the  school  program  in  Septem- 
ber 1955. 

Several  items  of  maintenance  and  repair  were  carried 
out  in  1954.  The  school  buildings  are  well  maintained  and 
classroom  painting  at  the  Groton  Street  School  is  planned 
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for  1955.  The  playground  at  the  Groton  Street  School  was 
graded  last  summer  and  should  be  seeded  down  either  this 
Spring  or  Fall.  It  is  hoped  that  this  work  on  the  play- 
ground will  reduce  the  hazards  that  led  to  injuries  to  the 
pupils. 

Open  House  duirng  American  Education  Week  is 
always  well  attended.  However,  Open  House  should  be 
every  day  or  week  that  you,  as  a  parent,  would  like  to  visit 
your  school.  You  are  urgently  requested  to  yisit  school 
more  frequently  than  this  one  occasion. 

Each  year  building  principals,  supervisors  and  the 
school  nurse  write  reports  describing  the  work  carried  out 
under  their  direction.  They  contain  information  that  you 
will  want  to  know  and  I  urge  you  to  read  them. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  all  individuals  for  the  many 
fine  things  they  have  contributed  toward  helping  Pep- 
perell  youth  during  the  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL

Dear  Sir: 

In  the  short  time  that  I  have  been  in  charge  of  the 
high  school,  I  have  noted  the  following: 

The  curriculum  is  based  on  the  needs  of  the  individual 
students.  The  college  course  is  planned  for  those  students 
who  will  continue  in  education.  The  commercial  course  is 
for  those  students  who  are  being  prepared  for  further 
education  in  business  or  who  plan  to  enter  some  phase  of 
business  after  graduation.  The  general  course  is  for  the 
students  who  have  no  specific  area  of  study  in  mind.  Yet, 
it  is  broad  enough  to  leave  the  field  of  higher  education 
open  in  several  types  of  junior  colleges  and  other  schools 
of  learning  beyond  high  school. 

The  English  department  develops  the  students'  abili- 
ties in  oral  expression  as  well  as  written.  There  is  also  a 
strong  effort  made  to  interest  students  in  good  literature 
as  a  means  of  evaluating  character  development,  both  fic- 
tional and  real.  Additional  material  in  the  new  texts  this 
year  is  proving  valuable. 

In  our  advanced  mathematics  and  science  courses  we 
are  meeting  the  requirements  for  college  entrance,  which 
is  the  primary  aim  in  these  courses.  Since  the  majority 
of  our  students  do  not  continue  in  formal  education  be- 
yond high  school  it  is  important  that  our  curriculum  meet 
the  needs  of  these  students  as  well.  Scientific  thinking,  mak- 
ing applications  to  agriculture,  the  home,  and  other  situa- 
tions outside  of  school,  form  a  large  part  of  other  science 
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courses.  Different  mathematics  courses  stimulate  clear 
thinking,  logical  reasoning  and  accuracy. 

Each  growing  person  should  be  acquainted  with  our 
heritage,  culture,  and  form  of  government.  Our  social 
studies  courses  are  built  around  these  phases  of  democracy. 

The  aim  of  our  business  courses  is  to  prepare  stu- 
dents for  every-day  living  by  presenting  the  tools  that  are 
necessary  in  the  business  world  today.  What  are  these 
tools?  Dictation,  transcription,  following  directions,  tact- 
fulness,  office  decorum  are  studied  as  necessary  tools  in 
the  business  world.  Vocational  information  about  the  many 
types  of  openings  in  business  is  included  in  this  work. 

The  work  in  foreign  languages  is  aimed  at  meeting 
college  requirements.  Much  effort  is  expended  on  writing, 
reading,  and  speaking.  Customs,  habits,  and  civilizations 
are  studied  as  background  material  for  comparison  with 
our  American  way  of  life. 

Economics  is  offered  this  year  for  the  first  time  in 
several  years.  For  young  people  to  realize  the  tremendous 
interplay  among  local,  state,  federal,  and  world  govern- 
ments, and  to  feel  the  importance  of  each  person's  contri- 
bution to  the  whole  economic  order  is  becoming  increas- 
ingly important.  Economics  is  being  studied  in  order  to 
guide  the  student  to  a  richer  appreciation  of  the  workings 
of  the  economic  life. 

In  the  Arts,  sewing,  art,  music  which  includes  the 
continuance  of  choral  and  band  work,  special  instruction  is 
offered  one  day  a  week.  I  feel  the  rapid  development  of 
the  band  has  been  noteworthy  as  evidenced  in  the  per- 
formances at  extra-curricular  activities.  It  should  be 
noted  that  this  is  only  the  second  school  year  for  instru- 
mental music. 

Physical  examinations  have  been  given  by  the  school 
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physician  and  the  school  nurse  to  sophomores  and  seniors. 
This  program  is  a  worthwhile  one  for  since  ancient  times 
a  sound  body  and  a  sound  mind  have  been  essential  to  suc- 
cess. To  have  a  Dental  Clinic  available  to  our  school  is 
another  factor  that  safeguards  good  health. 

Beside  the  extra-curricular  athletic  activities,  each 
student  now  has  the  opportunity  in  physical  education  of 
working  with  heavy  apparatus.  This  places  the  emphasis 
on  individual  physical  conditioning.  Availability  of  the 
gymnasium  to  all  students  is  needed  in  the  future  for  the 
allotment  of  time  to  individual  sports. 

We  are  fortunate  in  having  the  services  of  a  fine  cus- 
todian who  keeps  our  building  in  good  repair.  Respect  for 
community  property  has  kept  our  building  in  good  condi- 
tion. However,  from  constant  use  by  both  senior  and 
junior  high  schools  and  by  outside  groups,  there  is  a  need 
for  replacements. 

Lack  of  space  is  a  detrimental  factor  in  the  efficient 
running  of  our  school.  Additional  class  rooms,  storage 
space,  a  conference  room,  a  teacher's  room,  all  should  be 
available  in  tthe  near  future  to  meet  our  needs. 

In  the  society  in  which  we  live  people  should  know 
how  to  get  along  with  one  another.  The  growth  of  this 
relationship  takes  place  to  a  great  extent  in  the  schools. 
Through  sports,  our  magazine  drive,  the  work  of  the  Stu- 
dent Council,  and  throughout  the  classrooms  we  are  con- 
stantly striving  for  healthy  and  happy  student  relation- 
ships as  well  as  student-teacher  understandings.  We  also 
hope  these  relationships  and  understandings  continue 
through  adulthood.

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REPORT  OF  THE  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL

Dear  Sir: 

Following  is  my  third  annual  report  of  the  activities, 
problems  and  work  accomplished  in  the  Pepperell  Junior 
High  School. 

In  September  our  enrollment  for  the  sixth,  seventh, 
and  eighth  grades  was  one  hundred  seventy-nine  pupils. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  this  fall  we  had 
many  changes  in  the  school  faculty.  Mr.  Boklaga,  replac- 
ing Mr.  Wood  who  resigned  in  the  summer,  teaches  seventh 
grade  geography,  a  class  of  eighth  grade  history,  and  sev- 
enth and  eighth  grade  physical  education.  Mr.  Barden 
(part  time)  teaches  eighth  grade  science,  and  current 
events.  This  extra  help  from  a  part  time  teacher  made 
physical  education  for  girls  possible  for  the  first  time  in 
junior  high.  Mrs.  Hart  well  of  the  sixth  grade  is  teaching 
remedial  reading  two  periods  each  day,  thus  carrying  on  the 
excellent  program  started  by  Miss  Ashley  in  the  junior  high. 

Mr.  McLain  of  the  High  School  faculty  teaches  one 
class  of  history. 

Mr.  Limberakis,  Music  Supervisor,  and  Mr.  Miller,  Art 
Supervisor,  are  both  getting  good  results. 

As  is  to  be  expected  in  towns  paying  relatively  low 
salaries,  we  are  constantly  training  beginning  teachers  who 
move  on  to  higher  salaried  positions  as  soon  as  they  have 
the  experience  required  by  larger  school  systems.  These 
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frequent  changes  create  a  situation  which  is  difficult  since 
it  takes  time  for  adjustment,  and  pupils  do  not  respond 
properly  until  they  have  become  acquainted  with  the  new 
teacher  and  his  methods. 

Sharing  class  rooms  with  high  school  teachers  contin- 
ues difficult  for  pupils  and  teachers  of  both  schools.  The 
storage  space  is  too  limited  and  home  rooms  shared  by  two 
classes  can  not  be  called  a  home  room  for  either  class  since 
each  is  limited  in  its  use.  Lockers  built  for  two  people 
are  now  shared  by  four.  We  hope  the  present  arrangement 
which  has  been  in  operation  too  long,  can  soon  be  remedied, 
and  we  will  in  the  very  near  future  have  adequate  space 
and  better  working  facilities  for  a  group  of  splendid  chil- 
dren who  deserve  more  than  Pepperell  is  giving  them.

I  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1954. 

The  teaching  staff  remained  the  same  as  that  of  last 
year  with  the  exception  of  the  supervisors  of  music  and  art. 

The  remedial  reading  program,  that  has  been  carried 
on  for  the  past  few  years,  was  not  continued  in  the  fall. 

The  second  and  fourth  grade  children  were  given 
physical  examinations  by  Dr.  Crocker,  assisted  by  Mrs. 
Dee,  the  school  nurse.  Eyes  were  tested  by  Mrs.  McLeod 
and  ears  by  Mrs.  Dee. 

Fifty-nine  children  were  taken  by  bus  to  the  Toxoid 
clinic  held  at  the  high  school,  for  booster  shots. 

Miss  Almeda  King,  State  Nutritionist,  gave  a  talk  on 
nutrition  and  care  of  the  teeth  which  was  very  interesting 
and  informative. 

In  the  fall  the  milk  program  was  carried  on  at  a  lower 
cost  to  the  child. 

The  women,  who  have  taken  the  children  to  the  dental 
clinic,  have  been  most  co-operative  in  getting  the  children 
back  to  school  quickly  and  safely,  whenever  the  occasion 
arose  that  they  were  needed  for  rehearsals  or  various 
reasons  occurring  during  the  year. 

An  accident  insurance  policy  has  for  the  second  con- 
secutive year  been  made  available  to  each  child  desiring 
to  take  advantage  of  it. 
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In  the  spring,  due  to  an  epidemic  of  measles,  the  chil- 
dren were  unable  to  put  on  a  program  they  had  prepared 
for  the  Mother's  Club.  This  fall,  during  education  week, 
the  play  "Brer  Rabbit  and  the  Tar  Baby"  was  presented 
under  the  direction  of  the  Music  Supervisor,  Mr.  Limber- 
akis,  which  was  very  entertaining  and  well  attended.  We 
are  grateful  to  the  Mothers'  Club  for  serving  refreshments, 
as  it  gave  the  teachers  more  time  to  talk  with  the  parents. 

The  two  prints,  that  were  purchased  and  framed  by 
Mr.  Vachon  and  now  hang  in  the  first  and  second  grade 
rooms,  were  donated  by  the  Mothers'  Club.  The  interest 
and  generosity  shown  us  by  this  organization  is  deeply 
appreciated. 

The  playground  has  been  resurfaced,  but  due  to  lack 
of  proper  drainage  around  the  base  of  the  building  to  take 
care  of  surplus  rain  water,  gullies  are  again  forming  in 
the  newly  loamed  school  grounds. 

The  interior  of  the  building  should  be  painted  in  light 
pastel  colors  as  dark  colors  absorb  light  and  light  colors 
reflect  it.  As  the  physical  facilities  of  the  school  contrib- 
ute to  good  living  and  learning,  glare,  should  be  cut  down 
and  greater  light  reflection  produced  for  a  healthier,  hap- 
pier, school  environment.  The  teachers  are  also  in  need 
of  a  rest  room.  These  needs  have  been  asked  for  in  the 
past  and  they  should  be  given  due  consideration  in  the 
very  near  future. 

I  wish  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  all  who  have 
contributed  in  any  way  for  their  assistance  and  co-opera- 
tion during  the  past  year.

I  submit  herewith  the  annual  report  as  Principal  of 
the  Clara  M.  Shattuck  School. 

Preface 

An  annual  report  is  more  than  just  a  story  of  one 
year's  educational  opportunities.  It  is  another  chapter  in 
the  history  of  education  in  the  community.  It  has  archival 
value. 

It  was  fortunate  that  New  England  towns  early  began 
the  practice  of  publishing  annual  reports  because  we  owe 
to  some  of  these  musty  documents  our  debt  for  knowledge 
of  early  educational  procedures.  Future  generations  will 
be  interested  in  the  schools  of  to-day  just  as  we  are  inter- 
ested in  the  schools  of  yester  years.  The  annual  report  is 
an  important  story;  it  carries  records  of  the  past  year  and 
perhaps  predictions  of  the  future.  It  should  merit  interest 
because  it  is  part  of  the  story  of  public  education.  I  feel 
that  its  historical  value  alone  justifies  its  preparation. 

Administration 

The  faculty  consists  of  nine  members  who  instruct 
the  210  pupils.  There  are  two  sections  for  each  grade 
except  grade  IV.  Although  the  principal  has  a  full  time 
teaching  schedule  a  plan  has  been  worked  out  that  offers 
adequate  supervision  for  all  play  periods. 

Instruction 

The  pupil-teacher  load  may  be  considered  ideal — our 
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greatest  enrollment  is  29  in  each  of  the  two  sections  of 
Grade  V. 

Instruction  is  believed  to  be  excellent  with  numerous 
techniques  employed  to  prevent  retardation  and  reduce  the 
number  of  failure  cases. 

Visual  aids  have  been  used  in  the  Social  Sciences. 
Pepperell  has  an  excellent  collection  of  film  strips  on  the 
elementary  school  level.  A  most  gratifying  fact  is  that  it 
is  being  increased  each  month  by  the  purchase  of  one  or 
more  film  strips. 

The  new  Rand  McNally  wall-maps  and  globes  pur- 
chased last  winter  are  other  important  visual  aid  tools 
that  have  helped  to  make  our  teaching  more  effective. 

The  recently  adopted  Winston  Arithmetic  Series  have 
helped  greatly  in  the  attempt  to  make  the  subject  more 
meaningful  and  in  the  contribution  it  should  make  to  other 
fields  of  study.  Elementary  education  is  concerned  with 
the  total  achievement  of  the  child  in  all  ages  of  growth — 
mathematics  is  one  essential  part  of  this  unified  whole. 

Health  and  Safety 

The  redecoration  of  seven  of  our  classrooms,  hall  and 
office  was  a  great  improvement.  Few  people  realize  the 
psychological  impact  environment  has  on  the  child.  With 
the  classrooms  pleasing  in  appearance,  with  simplicity,  use- 
fulness and  balance  as  ideals  we  have  what  may  be  de- 
scribed as  a  desirable  psychological  environment.  The 
weather-stripping  of  the  windows  no  doubt  reduced  the 
number  of  colds  the  pupils  and  faculty  had  as  drafts  were 
eliminated.  The  physical  environment  sets  the  stage  for 
social,  emotional,  and  intellectual  growth — this  is  an  im- 
portant base  upon  which  an  effective  school  program  may 
be  built. 

The  milk  program  is  patronized  by  more  than  150 
pupils  each  day.   This  is  an  increase  over  last  year. 

Special  emphasis  has  been  placed  upon  Fire  Drills. 
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Fire  Chief  Boutwell  had  the  opportunity  to  observe  one 
drill  and  offer  suggestions  and  comments. 

The  School  Patrol  is  active  again.  The  patrol  safe 
guards  the  child  and  its  members  are  aided  in  the  develop- 
ment of  responsibility. 

The  uniform  physical  examinations  were  given  during 
December.  Pepperell  is  most  fortunate  in  having  the  ser- 
vices of  Mrs.  Dee  as  school  nurse. 

The  special  accident  insurance — which  was  an  innova- 
tion last  year — is  subscribed  to  by  more  pupils  this  year. 

Special  Observances 

.Arbor  and  Bird  Day  was  observed  in  all  classrooms. 
Some  rooms  made  a  study  of  trees  and  planted  maple  seed- 
lings which  were  later  transplanted  in  the  ground.  Many 
pupils  built  bird  houses  and  after  they  were  placed  in  the 
trees  watched  eagerly  as  the  houses  were  acceptd  by  ten- 
ants. The  grounds  were  cleaned  and  a  project  was  worked 
out  in  grades  IV  and  V  concerning  conservation  of  natural 
resources. 

The  local  American  Legion  and  Veterans  of  Foreign 
Wars  assisted  in  Pre-Memorial  Exercises  which  were  held 
on  the  grounds. 

During  Fire  Prevention  Week  pupils  of  grades  I,  II, 
and  III  visited  the  Fire  House  and  a  member  of  the  Fire 
Department  spoke  to  the  pupils  of  grades  IV  and  V. 

Open  House  was  held  during  American  Education 
Week.  Over  200  people  signed  the  guest  book.  This  is  one 
medium  by  which  the  school's  goals  and  practices  may  be 
interpreted  to  the  parents. 

American  Book  Week  brought  several  people  to  school 
to  assist  in  the  observance.    All  children  enjoyed  stories

either  told  or  read  and  illustrated  by  local  adults.  Book 
reports  and  posters  made  by  the  pupils  were  also  a  part 
of  the  week's  special  program. 

The  children  eagerly  awaited  the  arrival  of  Santa 
Claus  on  the  fire  engine.  The  American  Legion  who  makes 
this  and  the  gifts  for  each  cihld  possible  enriches  the  lives 
of  the  youngsters.    Without  it  much  would  be  left  out! 

Recom  mendat  ions 

Every  citizen  of  Pepperell  should  be  aware  of  the 
Housing  Problem — this  concerns  not  one  school  but  the 
entire  system.  Shattuck  School  is  sound  of  structure  but 
it  is  far  from  adequate  when  one  wishes  to  carry  out  a 
modern  educational  program.  It  is  recommended  that 
every  citizen  give  study  and  thought  to  the  problem— 
which  may  soon  be  most  urgent. 

Conclusion 

Every  decade  brings  a  rash  of  new  words  to  the  teach- 
er's lexicon.  Often  they  carry  a  new  idea  but  many  times 
we  have  the  same  idea  in  a  new  verbal  dress.  Instead  of 
"objectives"  we  have  "overviews"  and  the  old-fashioned 
outline  becomes  a  "pre-plan."  Teachers  are  faced  with  the 
problem  of  striving  to  maintain  a  balanced  perspective  in 
which  synthesis  of  the  new  and  the  old  will  be  a  practical 
course  of  action  resulting  in  the  development  of  each  indi- 
vidual, the  knowledge,  interest,  ideals,  habits  and  process 
whereby  he  will  find  his  place  and  use  that  place  to  nobler 
ends. 

Your  guidance  and  assistance  has  been  welcome  at  all 
times.  I  am  most  conscious  of  the  excellent  spirit  of  co-op- 
eration that  exists  among  the  members  of  the  faculty. 
Their  enthusiasm  and  willingness  to  share  responsibility 
have  been  contributing  factors  to  what  ever  progress  we 
have  made  .

Being  a  newcomer  to  the  Pepperell  School  System  and 
to  the  teaching  profession  as  a  whole,  I  have  not  had  much 
time  to  put  my  program  in  practice  to  the  point  of  report- 
ing on  it.  In  brief,  my  program  is  completely  extensive, 
offering  as  much  of  each  medium  to  all  types  of  experi- 
ments as  possible.  Always  realizing  that  all  children  are 
not  born  artists,  much  of  the  work  is  designed  for  free 
expression  making  for  the  enjoyment  of  all  rather  than 
the  satisfaction  of  a  few.  Where  talent  is  noted,  it  is 
prompted,  encouraged,  and  helped.  Fundamentals  of  art 
education  are  mixed  in  here  and  there,  mostly  through 
individual  help  of  the  pupils. 

As  has  been  found  in  the  past,  there  is  a  lack  of  time 
for  projects,  materials,  and  spots  for  storage  (the  latter  in 
the  high  school,  especially).  Art  materials  are  tempting 
things  for  those  who  want  or  need  them  and  know  of  their 
unlocked  storage  spot. — Four  small  shelves  in  a  kitchen 
cupboard  for  both  high  school  and  junior  high  materials 
seems  inadequate. 

I  must  say  that  my  year  in  Pepperell  has  been,  thus 
far,  an  enjoyable  and  enlightening  one.  My  many  thanks 
to  the  fine  co-operation  of  grand  teachers,  exuberant  pupils, 
and  a  sincere  staff.

A  course  of  study  has  been  set  up  for  grades  one  to 
six  which  clearly  shows  the  work  that  will  be  covered  dur- 
ing the  year.  Each  Principal  has  been  given  a  copy  of  this 
program.  In  brief,  it  gives  all  the  theoretical  materials 
to  be  covered  during  the  year.  Each  teacher  has  a  course 
of  study  for  her  grade  and  an  assignment  music  book  in 
which  all  lessons  are  made  for  the  week.  This  course  of 
study  is  supplemented  with  an  appreciation  of  record  lis- 
tening, rhythm  band,  and  performance. 

In  the  Groton  Street  School  this  course  has  attempted 
to  aid  the  teachers  in  fully  understanding  the  work  that 
will  be  covered  during  the  year.  At  this  point  I  would  like 
to  thank  Miss  Dwyer,  Principal  of  the  Groton  Street  School, 
for  her  complete  and  undivided  co-operation  in  putting  on 
a  musical  program  for  the  Mothers'  Club  at  this  school  dur- 
ing National  Education  Week.  Twenty-seven  pupils  par- 
ticipated in  the  performance  of  Uncle  Remus'  tale  of  "Brer 
Rabbit  and  the  Tar  Baby" — a  job  well  done  by  the  pupils. 
I  do  think  that  a  set  of  books  for  the  fourth  grade  should 
be  bought  which  would  complete  the  series  throughout 
the  school. 
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More  fifth  grade  books  were  purchased  for  the  Shat- 
tuck  School  which  completed  the  series  "A  Singing  School'' 
for  the  entire  school.  Here,  too,  the  course  of  study  has 
attempted  to  bring  out  understanding  of  the  musir 
program. 

In  the  Junior  High  School  a  set  of  books  which,  I  be- 
lieve, would  be  more  desirable  to  the  pupils,  should  be  pur- 
chased. The  Junior  High  School  age  is  an  "in  between" 
age  and  music  in  such  books  should  be  more  appealing  to 
the  students.  A  Christmas  radio  broadcast  was  arranged 
for  the  Junior  High  School.  The  sixth  grade  Junior  Chorus 
sang  seven  Christmas  songs;  seventh  and  eighth  grade 
choruses  each  sang  two  numbers.  I  would  also  like  to  add 
that  a  vote  of  thanks  should  be  given  to  Mrs.  Olga  Hart- 
well  for  her  co-operation  in  making  these  programs  possi- 
ble. A  trip  to  see  a  musical  stage  show  in  Boston  is  being 
planned  for  the  Junior  High  Chorus. 

The  Senior  High  School  Mixed  Chorus  and  Girls'  Glee 
Club  also  gave  a  Christmas  radio  broadcast  at  which  time 
five  songs  were  recorded  on  tape  for  Nashua  Broadcasting 
Studios.  These  tapes  were  also  used  on  the  loud-speakers 
in  down  town  Nashua.  Mrs.  Simmons  very  graciously  of- 
fered to  do  this.  The  same  program  was  presented  at  the 
Senior  High  School  Christmas  Assembly.  Future  broad- 
casts are  underway  for  the  Easter  Holidays;  late  in  May 
a  program  of  secular  choral  music  is  being  planned.  The 
Senior  Chorus  will  also  present  a  musical  in  May  with  the 
help  of  the  Junior  Chorus,  which  will  be  asked  to  assist. 
Octavo  music  has  been  purchased  for  both  Junior  and 
Senior  High  Schools. 

Two  trips  are  being  planned  by  the  senior  group,  a 
musical  stage  show  and  an  opera.  Another  project  which 
is  under  way  is  a  possible  Pepperell  Night  with  the  Boston 
"Pops"  Symphony  Orchestra  at  Boston,  sometime  in  June. 
I  am  hoping  that  students  from  the  elementary  school, 
junior  and  senior  high  school,  all  teachers,  and  parents  will 
assist  in  realizing  the  project. 
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The  pianos  throughout  the  school  system  are  in  dire 
need  of  repair  and  tuning.  Such  repairs  would  immeasur- 
ably improve  the  musical  experiences  of  the  students. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to 
thank  Mr.  Diggle,  the  Principals :  Miss  Dwyer,  Mr.  Earley, 
and  Mr.  Roewer,  and  teachers  in  all  the  schools,  for  their 
sincere  co-operation  and  interest. 

Music  education  provides  for  a  fuller,  richer  life  of  the 
individual,  an  appreciation  of  human  life.  The  ultimate 
goal  of  all  music  education  is  music  appreciation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE

Dear  Sir: 

I  hereby  submit  the  report  of  school  nursing  for  1954. 
During  January  and  February  the  physicals  at  Junior  High 
and  Shattuck  schools  were  completed. 

Spaced  examinations  were  held  with  notification  to 
parents  of  grade  school  examinations  so  they  might  dis- 
cuss any  health  problems  with  the  school  doctor. 

In  March  through  the  co-operation  of  the  Board  of 
Health  clinics  were  held  for  the  administration  of  booster 
doses  of  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  immuniza- 
tion. It  seemed  advisable  to  include  the  Junior  and  Senior 
high  school  in  this  group.  A  total  of  460  pupils  were  im- 
munized. Due  to  the  efficient  help  and  co-operation  of  the 
teachers,  Nursing  Board  members  and  Dr.  Graves  this  was 
accomplished  with  speed,  efficiency  and  a  minimum  disrup- 
tion of  the  school  schedule.  The  late  Mrs.  Marguerite 
Cleary  spent  many  hours  recording  and  filing  the  necessary 
records.  Her  help  was  deeply  appreciated  by  the  Nursing 
Board  and  myself. 

The  pre-school  clinic  was  held  on  May  26-27  with  Dr. 
Graves  in  charge.  Physical  examinations,  booster  doses  of 
whooping  cough,  tetanus  and  diphtheria  and  vaccinations 
were  given  if  requested.  Miss  Almeda  King,  State  Nutri- 
tionist, was  present  to  talk  with  parents  about  proper 
school  lunches  and  diet.  Mrs.  McLeod  tested  their  eyes. 
40  children  attended  the  two  day  clinic.  More  parents 
should  take  advantage  of  this  clinic  as  the  first  year  in

school  is  so  important.  If  a  child  needs  glasses  or  has 
other  health  problems  we  are  able  to  help  him. 

The  dental  clinic  continues  to  operate  successfully. 
During  the  spring  measles  and  mumps  were  prevalent 
as  they  were  throughout  New  England. 

In  September  Mrs.  McLeod  tested  the  eyes.  At  the 
Groton  Street  School  100  pupils  were  tested,  one  child 
failed  and  he  has  new  glasses,  three  pupils  will  be  observed 
and  re-tested  later  in  the  year.  At  the  Shattuck  School 
eight  notices  of  failure,  two  are  wearing  new  glasses,  some 
are  waiting  for  appointments  with  eye  specialists,  six  are 
to  be  observed.  At  Junior  High  three  notices  were  sent 
home  and  five  from  Senior  High. 

In  1952,  20  notices  from  Groton  St.  School,  25  from 
Shattuck  and  34  from  High  School,  this  proves  the  value 
of  the  vision  testing  machine  and  shows  excellent  co-opera- 
tion of  parents. 

In  September,  Dr.  Crocker  was  appointed  school  doctor. 

The  physical  examinations  at  Groton  Street,  and  Jun- 
ior and  Senior  High  have  been  completed.  We  are  now 
working  at  Shattuck  School. 

Hearing  tests  are  also  being  conducted.  The  audio- 
meter and  vision  testing  machines  have  been  a  great  asset 
in  our  school  system. 

The  services  of  the  State  clinics  mental,  rhuematic 
fever,  speech  and  crippled  children  services  have  been  used 
as  required. 

Consultations  with  parents  and  teachers  in  regard  to 
health  problems  have  been  held. 

My  association  with  the  school  personnel  has  been 
most  pleasant.

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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 


For  1954  Old  Age  Assistance  expenditures  were  less 
by  $15,011.96  than  for  the  previous  year.  In  October  an 
increase  in  OASI,  or  as  it  is  often  called  "Social  Security 
Benefits",  resulted  in  the  lowering  of  Old  Age  Assistance 
grants  for  22  persons  and  accounts  in  part  for  the  decrease 
in  the  year's  expenses. 


Two  new  manuals  were  issued  during  the  year  by  the 
State  Department  of  Public  Welfare.  One,  the  new  medi- 
cal care  plan,  is  a  step  forward  in  assuring  adequacy  in 
meeting  medical  needs  for  persons  receiving  public  assist- 
ance. Expenditures  for  medical  care  during  the  last  six 
months  were  $7,591.98.  Number  two,  a  plan  for  intensi- 
fied services  to  families  receiving  Aid  to  Dependent  Chil- 
dren. It  is  an  accelerating  of  our  effort  to  recognize 
and  aid  in  situations  peculiar  to  the  child  who  is  deprived 
of  the  usual  family  ties. 


The  new  regulations  outlined  in  the  manuals  have 
increased  administrative  duties  considerably  and  require 
more  time  than  is  allowed  under  the  present  setup.

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TOWN  WARRANT 


February  21,  1955 

Article  1.   To  choose  a  Moderator. 

Article  2.  To  hear  and  act  upon  all  reports  of 
Town  Officers  and  Committees. 

Article  3.  To  choose  all  Town  Officers  and 
Committees  for  the  ensuing  year  not  required  ta  be 
elected  by  ballot,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

Article  4.  To  determine  whether  the  Town 
will  vote  to  authorize  the  Treasurer,  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money  in  anticipa- 
tion of  revenue  for  the  current  year. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  fix 
the  salary  and  compensation  of  all  elective  officers 
of  the  town  as  provided  by  Section  108  of  Chapter 
41,  General  Laws,  as  amended. 

Article  6.  To  determine  what  sums  the  Town 
will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer  from 
available  funds,  to  defray  the  regular  expenses  for 
the  ensuing  year  for  General  Government,  Protec- 
tion of  Persons  and  Property,  Health  and  Sanita- 
tion, Highways,  Charities,  Schools,  Veterans'  Bene- 
fits, Library,  Recreation,  Public  Service  Enter- 
prises, Cemeteries  and  miscellaneous  unclassified 
accounts. 
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Article  7.  To  determine  what  method  the 
Town  will  adopt  for  the  collection  of  Taxes  for  1955. 

Article  8.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  special 
committee  appointed  by  the  Moderator,  relative  to 
the  Board  of  Health,  under  Article  46  of  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting  held  February  15th,  1954,  and  to  de- 
termine what  action  will  be  taken  in  relation 
thereto. 

Article  9.  To  determine  if  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $400.00  for  use 
by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  during  the  year  1955  for 
Board  of  Health  Activities. 

Article  10.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  special 
committee  appointed  by  the  Moderator,  relative  to 
the  Town  By-Laws,  under  Article  47  of  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting  held  Febraury  15th,  1954,  and  to  de- 
termine what  action  will  be  taken  in  relation 
thereto. 

Article  11.  To  determine  if  the  Town  will  vote 
to  transfer  from  Water  Department  Surplus  the 
sum  of  $2,458.75  to  a  special  account  called  "Water 
Department-Bond  Account"  to  be  used  in  retiring 
Bonds  of  Pepperell  Water  Loan,  Acts  of  1950. 

Article  12.  To  determine  if  the  Town  will  vote 
to  transfer  from  Machinery  Fund  Reserve  the  sum 
of  $3,500.00  to  a  Workable  Fund. 

Article  13.  To  determine  if  the  Town  will  vote 
to  trade-in  present  small  tractor  and  to  transfer  a 
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sum  not  exceeding  $3,600.00  from  the  Machinery 
Fund  Reserve  to  purchase  for  the  Highway  Depart- 
ment one  tractor  and  equipment  or  take  any  other 
action  in  relation  thereto. 

Article  14.  To  determine  if  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  not  exceeding 
$2,000.00  to  purchase  approximately  two  acres  of 
land,  more  or  less,  located  on  the  North,  East  and 
South  sides  of  the  Fire  Station,  portions  of  same 
now  being  used  by  the  Highway  Department,  or 
take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto. 

Article  15.  (By  Petition)  To  determine  if 
the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate,  include 
under  Chapter  81  or  Chapter  90  Construction  work, 
or  transfer  from  available  funds,  a  sum  not  to  ex- 
ceed $8,000.00  to  lower  the  existing  grade  of  Brook- 
line  Street,  in  a  westerly  direction,  from  Hollis 
Street  a  distance  of  approximately  550  feet,  to  the 
original  roadway  grade  that  existed  before  the  over- 
head railroad  bridge  was  built,  or  to  take  any  ac- 
tion in  relation  thereto. 

Article  16.  To  determine  if  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  not  to  exceed 
$3,800.00  to  paint  the  interior  of  the  Lawrence 
Library  and  install  modern  wiring  and  lighting  fix- 
tures. 

Article  17.  (By  Petition)  To  determine  if 
the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $5,000.00  for  the  extension  of  a  water  main  of 
not  less  than  six  inches  in  diameter,  starting  at  ex- 
isting hydrant  on  Townsend  Street  and  running 
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along  Townsend  Street  in  a  westerly  direction  for 
a  distance  of  1,000  feet;  and  to  meet  said  appropria- 
tion, that  the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Selectmen,  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  borrow 
the  sum  of  $5,000,00,  and  to  issue  bonds  or  notes  of 
the  Town  therefore,  under  the  authority  of  Chapter 
44  of  the  General  Laws,  payable  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Chapter  44,  so  that  the  whole  loan 
shall  be  paid  in  not  more  than  five  (5)  years  from 
the  date  of  the  issue  of  the  first  bond  or  note. 


Article  18.  (By  Petition)  To  see  if  the  Town 
will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money 
for  the  extension  of  a  water  main  of  not  less  than 
eight  inches  in  diameter  on  River  Road,  so-called, 
from  the  end  of  the  existing  line  on  said  River  Road 
near  the  Keyes  Farm,  so-called,  to  the  residence  of 
Harlow  Campbell  on  said  River  Road;  determine 
whether  the  money  shall  be  provided  for  by  taxa- 
tion, by  appropriation  from  available  funds  in  the 
Treasury,  by  borrowing  under  authority  of  Chapter 
44  of  the  General  Laws,  or  take  any  action  relating 
thereto. 


Article  19.  (By  Petition)  To  determine  if  the 
Town  shall  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money 
not  exceeding  $2,500.00  to  make  necessary  repairs 
and  alterations  in  the  existing  room  located  in  the 
southeast  corner  of  the  basement,  and  the  unused 
room  adjacent,  in  the  Town  Hall  to  provide  suitable 
quarters  for  the  Pepperell  Youth  Center,  or  take 
any  other  action  in  relation  thereto. 

Article  20.  To  determine  what  sum  the  Town 
will  vote  to  instruct  the  Assessors  to  take  from  Sur- 
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plus  Revenue  to  reduce  the  Tax  Rate  for  the  cur- 
rent year. 

Article  21.  (By  Petition)  To  determine  if 
the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1,500.00  to  install  two  catch  basins  on  Crescent 
Street  for  the  drainage  of  surface  water.  Said  sum 
to  be  raised  and  appropriated,  or  to  be  transferred 
from  surplus  revenue,  or  from  Chapter  81  main- 
tainance  funds,  or  take  any  action  in  relation 
thereto. 

Article  22.  To  determine  if  the  Town  will  vote 
to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  appoint  a  "Town  Coun- 
sel '  at  an  annual  salary  of  $300.00,  and  to  raise  and 
appropriate  $300.00  for  this  purpose. 

Article  23.  To  determine  if  the  Town  will  vote 
to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  appoint  a  "Veterans' 
Agent"  at  an  annual  salary  of  $500.00  and  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500.00  for  this  purpose. 
This  Agent  not  to  be  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen. 

Article  24.  To  determine  if  the  Town  will  vote 
to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  request  the  County 
Commissioners  to  lay  out  the  way  known  as  "Bacon 
Street"  as  a  public  way,  or  take  any  other  action  in 
relation  thereto. 

Article  25.  To  determine  if  the  Town  will  vote 
to  create  a  special  committee  to  be  known  as  a  Re- 
gional School  District  Planning  Committee,  to  con- 
sist of  three  members,  including  one  member  of  the 
School  Committee,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Moder- 
ator, in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section 
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14  of  Chapter  71  of  the  General  Laws,  as  amended, 
or  take  any  action  in  relation  thereto. 

Article  26.  To  determine  if  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $300.00  for  the 
use  of  the  Regional  School  District  Planning  Com- 
mittee authorized  in  Article  23,  or  take  any  action 
in  relation  thereto. 

Article  27.  To  determine  if  the  Town  will  vote 
to  have  the  existing  School  Band  Fund  provide  in 
addition  to  Band  instruction,  "pertinent  supplies, 
services  and  equipment  therefor," 

Article  28.  To  determine  if  the  Town  will 
authorize  the  Cemetery  Commissioners  to  withdraw 
from  the  Cemetery  Fund,  an  amount  not  to  exceed 
Six  Hundred  ($600.00)  dollars  to  be  used  for  the 
erection  of  a  chain  link  fence  on  the  east  side  of 
Woodlawn  Cemetery, 

Article  29.  To  determine  if  the  Town  will  vote 
to  accept  the  sum  of  $200.00,  the  income  therefrom 
to  be  expended  for  perpetual  care  of  the  Marshall 
and  Prescott  Lot,  #312,  Sec.  J,  in  Woodlawn  Ceme- 
tery. 

Article  30.  To  determine  if  the  Town  will  vote 
to  accept  the  sum  of  $200.00,  the  income  therefrom 
to  be  expended  for  perpetual  care  of  the  Calvin  T. 
Robbins  Lot,  #122,  Sec.  E,  in  Woodlawn  Cemetery.
